Ri Kwang U, an official 
of the factory, said it has 
ensured normal production 
by relying on science and 
technology and __ tapping 
latent reserves and potentials 
given the shortage of raw and 
other materials for bearing 
production. 

According to Ri, it conducts 
sci-tech dissemination on a 
regular basis every month 
to raise the technical and 
practical skills of employees. 
It built a database with tens 
of thousands of pieces of 
latest technological data and 
saw to it that the employees 
study them every day, thereby 
encouraging the introduction 
of new technologies and

original ideas. 

In the course of this, many 
technical innovation plans 
for bearing production were 


conceived and _ introduced, 
such as the introduction 
of coal  semi-gasification 


technology into the cutting- 
heating furnace and 400- 
ton heating furnace and a 
dust-collecting device into 
the grindstone production 
process, the renovation of 
the die body of the 150-ton 
forging press and the normal 
operation of the hammer 
heating furnace relying on 
the coal semi-gasification. It 
also makes balls with waste 
from the stretching process. 

As a result, it turned out 
tens of thousands of bearings 
in nearly 40 kinds in the 
third quarter of this year 
alone.

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Grass roots innovation helps 
develop new products 


The Pyongyang General 
Electric Cable Factory 326 is 
channelling big efforts into the 
development of new products. 

“The factory committee for 
deliberating on products examines 
and evaluates new inventions of 
employees and technicians every 
month and makes sure that prize 
products are introduced into 
production,” said chief engineer 
Kim Song Un. 

Lectures on advanced 
science and technology and 
an undertaking for raising the 
technical knowledge and skills 
of employees are given every 
day at the sci-tech learning space 
which is furnished with over a 
hundred modern computers and 
the result on the deliberation 
of new technical findings and 
the experience gained through 


production activities are 
publicized. 
Recently, well over a 


hundred employees received 
online lectures of Kim II Sung 
University and Pyongyang 
University of | Mechanical 
Engineering and dozens of 
workers finished their online 
courses with honours. 

Scores of new technical 
findings are presented at the 
factory every month. 

“We will secure the data 
needed for the sci-tech learning 
space more than twice to

contribute to improving the 
technical knowledge and skills 
of employees,” said Jo Song Uk, 
a section chief. 

Such activities prove effective 
in practice. 

The factory produces electric 
cables using plastic filling 
materials to save production costs 
as much as possible as compared 
to before, and developed a new 
heavy oil-free kindling cable for 
the process of kindling a fire in 
the furnaces of thermal power 
stations in a short time. 

It also contrived and made 
dozens of kinds of flexible lines 


linking different electronic 
appliances, especially USB 
charging and_ signal bus, 


computer power line and high- 


quality digital image and audio 
signal bus. 

In particular, it kept warm 
the compressor electric heating 
devices of all equipment and 
machines with glass wool and 
asbestos to reduce the time of 
using blower, which is often 
used in production processes, 
thereby saving much electricity, 
shortening the production time 
and ensuring the stability of 


products. 
Besides, it developed various 
products including mobile 


electric cable for home use 
and provided ordered and sale 
services to meet with public 
approval.

Institute of the Ministry 
of Agriculture has developed 
a highly-efficient small rice 
harvester and corn thresher. 

“The small rice harvester can 
raise the speed and quality of 
workas compared to the previous 
one,” said Pak Kwang II, staffer 
in charge of technology at the 
Kangson Cooperative Farm in 
Chollima District, Nampho. 

In particular, it is very 
convenient as it is designed to 
use the power of motor carts 
that are readily available in rural 
communities. 

The power transmission 
device of rice-sheaf feeder has 
been converted from the chain 
type to a belt one to prevent 
rice straw from being entangled 
and increased the efficiency of 
work. 

And the harvester transfers 
cut rice plants to one direction 
and put them on the ground 
evenly in a row so as to ensure 
prompt and precise harvest. 

The corn thresher also wins 
favour with users as it ensures 
a high speed of work and high 


degree of selectivity. 

Researchers of the institute 
changed the structure of the 
thresher on the basis of a 
comprehensive analysis of the 
defect of previous threshers. 

The machine can thresh four to 
five tons of corn per hour while 
reducing power consumption. 

he Taesong Economic 

Cooperation Company 
established a spirulina mass 
culture process. 

Spirulina, a highly viable 
photosynthetic microorganism, 
is called the “future food of 
mankind’, “most ideal health 
food of mankind” and “space 
food” as it contains all nutrients 
for the human body including 
protein, fat, sugars, minerals 
and vitamins. 

“In our country the culture 
of spirulina was regarded as 
impossible due to difficulties 
in solving various problems 
including water temperature, 
luminous intensity and reagent,” 
said Kang Yun Hui, technical 
staff member of the company.

By drawing on the experience, 
technicians established processes 
of culturing spirulina and 
gathering it in an industrial way. 

Using the cultured 
microorganism, the company 
produces a variety of goods 
according to their quality such 
as health foods, ordinary foods, 
cosmetics, feeds and fertilizers. 

At present it turns out over 
20 kinds of goods including 
nutritious pills, washing powder 
and toilet soap.

Miner’s son brought 


A 13-year-old boy living in a 
mine village of Unsan County, 
South Phyongan Province, 
was brought to the department 
of abdominal surgery of the 
Okryu Children’s Hospital in 
Pyongyang as an emergency 
case last June.

Guk, doctor in charge of the 
patient, performed a surgical 
operation. 

The surgery took more than 
two hours. 

According to the doctor in 
charge, the operation was very 
difficult as the intestines of the 
patient were discoloured due to 
corrosive gastritis. 

Sin Gwang’s life was saved 
through a successful operation, 
which made him regain his 
consciousness in two days. 

It was more important to take 
good care of his health after 
operation as he had taken no 
nutrients for over a month. 

The surgeons in _ the 
department, especially the 
doctor in charge, worked hard 
to bring the patient back to 
health and dosed him lots of 
medicines and blood for his 
recuperation.

An ambulance rushed into 
the Kim Man Yu Hospital in 
Pyongyang as it rang the bell in 
late September. 

A patient was carried down 
from the ambulance, his face 
bandaged all over. 

Medical workers of the 
emergency department were 
surprised to see his face after 
undoing the bandage. 

The face was terribly torn 
and crushed by a working tool 
through his carelessness. 

He was Won Tong Hyok, 
a 29-year-old worker at the 
Sangwon Cement Complex. 

An emergency consultative 
meeting was held right away. 

“The patient had deep wounds 
on the forehead, eye and nose, 
so we decided to arrange 
a joint medical operation 
involving departments’ of 
neurosurgery, ophthalmology, 
otolaryngology and 
craniology,” said Kim Hon 
Jong, director of the hospital. 

The heavy bleeding caused by 
the rupture of the artery and left 
eyeball led to a drastic drop in 
the blood pressure and pulse. 

After fixing the indices for

The worst was over, but no 
one could predict the result of 
the operation due to the injured 
brain.

Japan slammed for discriminative 
measure against Korean children 


A spokesman for the 
DPRK Foreign Ministry 
in a statement on October 
24 criticized the Japanese 
government for finally 
excluding the infant classes 
of Korean schools from the 
“free infant education and 
child upbringing” system. 

He denounced the complete 
denial of support to the 
upbringing of Korean children 
in infant classes after the 
exclusion of the children of 
Koreans in Japan from the 
high school support system as 
an undisguised hostility to the 
DPRK and an unpardonable 
inhuman outrage. 

Such an unprecedented 
atrocity is a manifestation of 
their vicious attempt to throw 
all Korean residents in Japan 
into a crucible of national 
chauvinism and _ obliterate 
their nationality by all possible 
means. 

The Abe regime should be 
well aware that as long as 
it continues to do only evil 
things that run counter to the 
trend of the times and pursue 
the policy of hostility to the 
DPRK, it can never cross 
the threshold of the DPRK,

though it repeatedly argues 
for “unconditional dialogue” 
and should behave itself, it 
warned. 


The spokesman for the 
DPRK-Japan Friendship 
Association published a 


statement on Oct 22 to censure 
the Japanese authorities for 
their outrage against Korean 
children in Japan. 

It is the legitimate right 
of the Korean students to 
learn their mother tongue 
and history and culture of the 
Korean nation, the statement 
said. However, the Japanese 
authorities have cracked down 
on Korean schools since they 
appeared on the Japanese land, 
saying that the education they 
are giving does not conform 
to the education content of 
Japanese schools and _ that 
Korean schools are not genuine 
educational institutions and 
there is a suspicion that they 
might be “ideology-oriented 
ones and organizations for 
operations against Japan” to 
back up the DPRK system, it 
noted. 

This situation _ vividly 
shows once again that the 
policy of the Japanese 


reactionaries hostile toward 
the DPRK and the General 
Association of Korean 
Residents in Japan and their 
malicious discrimination and 
prejudice against Koreans 
in Japan will never change, 
it said. It demanded the 
Japanese authorities sincerely 
fulfil their inescapable legal 
and moral duty to give 
preferential treatment to and 
protect Koreans in Japan and 
their children. 

The world’s progressive 
human rights organizations 
unanimously demand _ that 
Korean schools in Japan be 
given equal treatment with 
Japanese ones and_ similar 
voices are being heard strongly 
among the conscientious and 
reasonable Japanese people, it 
said. 

The Committee for Aiding 
Overseas Compatriots of 
the DPRK also released 
a statement on Oct 21 
to criticize the Japanese 
authorities for their base 
and impudent chauvinistic 
behaviour against Korean 
children in Japan. 
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Russia readies itself against 
NATO’s eastward expansion 


NATO’s growing military 
moves are posing an increasing 
threat to Russia. 

It is a well-known fact that 
the military bloc has been 
pursuing a policy of expansion 
toward the east in a bid to form 
an encirclement ring around 
Russia. 

The US is constantly building 
and enlarging military bases 
in East European countries. 
Multinational tactical groups 
have been deployed in the 
Baltic States, each group 
being the size of a reinforced 
battalion with some 1 000 
troops. 

Last June, a_ large-scale 
military drill took place in 
a Lithuanian area near the 
Russian border, involving 
about 4 000 troops and over 
1 000 pieces of technical 
equipment of 11 NATO 
member states. 

Russian Defence Minister 
Sergey Shoigu said at the 
ministry’s council meeting 
last August that the increased 
military presence of NATO 
in Eastern Europe and the 
deployment of US missile 
defence systems in Poland 
and Romania created a tense 
situation in the western 


strategic direction. 

Russia ascribes the menace 
to the US’ bid to expand 
influence in Asia Pacific. 

International media comment 
that the US is strengthening 
military alliance in the region 
and constantly increasing the 
capacity for attacking Russia 
and China with an eye to 


diminishing their influence 
over the region. 

Russia is taking 
countermeasures against the 
escalating threat from the 
West. 


A Russo-Sino naval joint 
drill was held from late April 
to early May this year and an 
attack-and-defence _ tactical 
drill of the landing forces of the 
Baltic fleet and a mechanized 
infantry regiment took place at 
ashooting range in Kaliningrad 
in early October. 

Recently, the Russian 
defence minister mentioned 
about elaborate preparations 
going on for an attack-and- 
defence command post drill 
in the operational directions 
of Sakhalin and Maritime 
Territory. 

Russia also continues with 
modernization of strategic 
weapons. 


Last year, the Russian 
President, in a public speech, 
announced that a new type of 
nuclear-powered missile that 
can break through almost all 
the existing missile defence 
systems was _ successfully 
launched. The strategic cruise 
missile is reportedly able to 
freely select its trajectory so 
as to carry out a mobile attack 
from an unimaginable spot and 
direction by taking advantage 
of the enemy’s weak point. 

Besides, it is going to field 
the latest high-altitude, long- 
range air defence missile 
system S-500 in the near 
future. The greatest merit of 
the system is said to be the 
direct interception of targets 
in outer space. According 
to the tactical and technical 
specifications provided by 
the Russian military, its 
radar has a target tracking 
and detecting distance of 
600km and it can intercept 10 
ballistic missiles at the same 
time. 

Experts are of the opinion 
that the Russo-NATO military 
tension will further be 
exacerbated in future.

Cutthroat world of 
arms sales 


Shortly ago, the Russian Foreign 
Ministry disclosed that the US 
threatened to apply sanctions to 
African countries, while forcing 
them to stop the purchase of 
Russia-made weapons. 

The director of the Russian 
military technique cooperation 
bureau also told journalists 
at the international aerospace 
exhibition that the US _ has 
caused disorder demanding other 
countries suspend the purchase 
of the Russian weapons. He 
added such a case was never 
seen even in the period of worst 
crisis. 

Russia is now trying to further 
shore up the munitions industry 
with potentials that was developed 
in the period of the former Soviet 
Union and expand the arms 
market by relying on it. 

Some Russia-made weapons 
are drawing the interest of many 
countries as they are cheaper and 
more effective and have better 
performance than the US-made 
ones. 

At present, it has become a 
fashion to buy Russian weapons 
in the Southeast Asian region. 

Vietnam and some _ other 
countries agreed to cooperate 
with Russia in the military field. 

According to information 
available, the Southeast Asian 
market accounted for 12.2 
percent in the total exports of 
the Russian weapons between 
2013 and 2017. Russia is 
emerging as a major arms dealer 
while getting the US out of the 


region. 
Turkey, a NATO member 
EURASIA 


nation, purchases Russia-made 
weapon systems. 

The Americans are of the 
opinion that the growing purchase 
of Russian weapons encroaches 
on their strategic and influential 
domains. 

That is why they stick to 
backbiting, finding fault with 
Russia whenever the opportunity 
arises. 

A typical example is an accident 
that occurred during the trial run 
of a liquid-propellant motor in a 
shooting range of Arkhangelsk, 
Russia, last August. 

Foreign media commented 
that at that time the Americans 
took advantage of the accident 
as an occasion for advertising the 
superiority of their weapons over 
the Russians’. 

A Russian deputy prime 
minister, in a meeting, 
emphasized the need for Russia 
to maintain its position in the 
global arms market. Saying 
that the country has relevant 
documents on potential arms 
dealing worth a colossal sum, he 
referred to a stable income from 
arms exports. 

It is a consumer’s choice to 
buy any coffee in the market, 
but it is inappropriate for a 
seller or producer to slander and 
censure other business rivals and 
threaten buyers for the reason 
that they do not like to purchase 
his goods. 

The best way to raise the 
purchasing power of commodities 
is to improve their quality.

ASEAN, and talks on the building 
of a free trade area with India. 

The participants had a serious 
discussion on the establishment 
of the common _ financial 
market. 

They also candidly discussed 
different measures to overcome 
a series of shortcomings of the 
union and the ways to further 
strengthen relations with other 
countries. 

Representatives of different 
countries who were present at the 
meeting as observers expressed 
their willingness to bolster up 
solidarity with the union. 

During the meeting an 
agreement on free trade area was 
signed by heads of the member 
nations and the Singaporean 
Prime Minister. 

The meeting decided to hold the 
next council meeting in Russia’s 
St Petersburg in December.

Old tomb unearthed sheds new light on 
medieval kingdom’s initial history 


The mausoleum of Hyejong, 
second king of Koryo 
dynasty (918-1392), has been 
discovered in Kaesong, the 
DPRK. 

The research and excavation 
team consisted of researchers 


of the Korean National Heritage 
Preservation Agency and _ the 
Archaeology Institute of the 
Academy of Social Sciences and 
lecturers and students of Songdo 
University of Education. 

The research group carried 


out an extensive survey of the 
mountain ridge at the northern 
shore of the Songdo Reservoir 
in the city, unearthed the tomb 
of King Hyejong and identified 
it scientifically. 

The mausoleum is divided

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into three sections. The upper 
section consists of the mound 
which is 13 metres in diameter 
and 3 metres high, protective 
facilities and a monument. 
The middle section is devoted 
to two sculptures of civil

officials and there is the site of 
a memorial service hall in the 
lower section. 

Itis the biggest of Koryo royal 
tombs unearthed so far with its 
chamber measuring 4 metres 
long, 3.4 metres wide and 2.2 
metres high. 

Findings include a tombstone 
inscribed with letters “Koryo 
royal tomb” in _ Chinese 
characters and _ fragments 
of celadon cup holder with 
inlay, antefix tile with the 
design of flower petals and 
dragon-shaped sculptural 
ornament at both ends of the 
ridge. 

The DPRK _ Archaeology 
Society confirmed that it is the 
tomb of King Hyejong on the 
basis of detailed deliberation 
and analysis of its style, 
location, relics and_ historical 
records. 

The unearthing of his tomb 
in the wake of the discovery 
of Onhye’s tomb of royal 
mausoleum class from _ the 
early days of Koryo Kingdom 
is of weighty significance in 
clarifying the cultural succession 
of Koguryo (BC 277-AD 668) 
by Koryo. 
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
